WASHINGTON, January 10.—When Guiteau 
came into the court, as he passed his brother 
he whispered tohim: ‘*‘Comeover to the 
dock. I want fo see you about something of 
great importance.’’ Taking his seat, the 
prisoner laid down a large bundle of papers, 
and, spreading out some manuscript, busied 
himself in looking it over. 

Judge Porter began his argument shortly 
after 10 o’clock, and at once fixed the atten- 
tion of every one inthe room. Gulteau pre- 
tended to be engrossed in his manuscript, 
but soon laid it aside and listened with wrapt 
attention. Itis believed that Judge Porter 
will speak until recess.

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ANAREHOUSE RECEIPTS. 


—_— 


Their Negotiability Established 
by the Court of Appeals, 


Association Against the St. Louis Grain 
Elevator Company. 


A very important opinion was handed 
down by Judge Seymour D. Thompson to- 
day in the Appellate Court affecting the ne- 
gotiability of grain warehouse receipts. The 
particulars given below will be of general in- 
terest to men of business. 

On the 31st of January, 1880, the St. Louis 
Grain Elevator Company received of G. A. 
Stein & Co. 5,921 24-56 bushels of white- 
mixed corn and gave the following receipt: 


“Received of G. A. Stein & Co. 5,921 24-56 
bushels of No. 2 white-mixed corn, to be 
loaded into sacks, tickets for which, when 
loaded, will be sent down promptly. 

D. P. SLATTERY, Superintendent.’’ 

The same day Stein & Co. indorsed the re- 
ceipt in writing, and for value delivered the 
same to the Union Savings Association, who 
became the owners and entitled tothe corn. 
On the 30th of June, 1880, the bank demand- 
ed the cornofthe Grain Elevator Company 
and they refused, and still, refuse to 
deliver it or account for it. The bank 
brought suit for $4,000 damages, aliegin 
furthermore that subsequent to the issue o 
the receipt,and without surrender or cancel- 
lation of the receipt and without the know)- 
edge or authority of the bank, delivered the 
corn to other people and permitted it to be 
removed. he case was tried in the 
Gircult Court without a jury and the court 
declared that in lawthe bank was not en- 
titled to recover, and a nonsuit with leave, 
etc., wastaken. Stein & Co. kept their ac- 
count with the Union Saving Bank, and the 
transactions with the bank consisted largely 
in advances being made to Stein & 
Co. upon drafts accompanied by 
bills of lading, upon notes and by way of 
overdrafts allowed,ifor which the bank held 
such collaters) as bills of lading and ware- 
house receipts. Exchanges were made with 
Stein & Co. of various kinds of receipts and 
others were substituted daily. The business 
in the bank in this way amounted to 
about $2,500 every day. The 
warehouse receipts for the corn sued on were 
notin formlike the others, which read as 
follows: 

**Received, in store from bulk, 5,000 bush- 
eis of corn, inspected, No. 2 white-mixed, 

-subject only tothe order hereon of Nanson 
& Barthoiow, and surrender of this receipt 
and payment of charges. 

J JACKSON, President.” 

Stein & Co., desiring to ship this corn to 
Hiaas Bros. & Taylor, at Atlanta, surrendered 
the receipts to the Grain Elevator Com- 
pavy, directed for shipment, andjreceived, 
in lieu of the Warebouse receipts, the form 


of receipt sued on. It was 
indorsed same day and deliv- 
ered to the bank as collateral 


for two loans, $3,490. Thecorn was loaded 
into sacks and shipped by steamer. A receipt 
for it was given and sent to Stein & Co., who 
obtained a bill of lading which was attached 
to a draft upon Haas Bros. & Taylor, and 
both were negotiated with the bank. The 
rest of the corn was shipped in the 
same way, but it did not 
appear that Stein & Co. obtaine d an advance 
onthe second shipment. It seemed, how- 
ever, that a deception had been practiced 
upon the bank in obtaining an advance upon 
the same property, but the court thinks it 
would not be just for Stein & Co. to draw 
any other inference than that 
of negligence. The bank held 
the receipt as collateral lor the shiftin 
indebtedness of Stein & Co. until the 29t 
of June, when they failed, with an indebted- 
ness to the bank. 

Section 558 of the statute provides that 
all receipts of warehousemen, bills of 
lading, transportation receipts and 
contracts of affreightment issued by 
boat, rail or transfer companies, 
for goods, wares, grain, flouror other pro- 
duce, are negotiable instruments by written 
indorsement thereon and delivery in the 
same manner as bills of exchange and prom- 
issory notes, and no printed or written condi- 
tions attached shal) limit or affect the nego- 
tiability. That section and section 559 the 
uppellate court thinks decisive of the 
bank’s right to recover. The receipt was 
undoubtedly negotiable; it was issued by a 
warehouseman and had notthe words “not 
negotiable” written or stamed thereon as re- 
quired by section 559 to render it non-nego- 
tiable. The statute does not re- 
quire any particular form of receipt. When 
this receipt was indorsed and delivered to 
the bank for value, it became the owner dy 
virtue of the statute, and the Grain Elevator 
Company could not rightfully part with the 
corn untii the receipt had _  ~»been 
“returned.” Whenthey shipped the corn 
at the direction of Stein & Co., knowing 
that this negotiable receipt was outstanding, 
they did it attheir own risk. The statute 
was designed to preventa species of fraud 
which isin the highest degree injurious to 
the commercial community and which be- 
fore its passage had such immuni- 
ty that bankers could not safely 
make advances upon warehouse receipts, so 
that commerce was deprived of one of its 
most usefu! facilities. It is of the highest 
importance to commerce that it should be 
upheld to the fullest extent, and that bank- 
ers should not have any doubt of its entire 
efficiency. The bank in this case was en- 
titied to a judgment and the case is reversed 
and remanded.

About a week ago Arnold visited Brown’s 
home and found Brownjand his wife,thesWel- 
letin girlfand a young negro playing cards to- 
gether, Brown and the young Woman playing 
partners. Without a moment’s warning 
Arnold drew a revolver and pointed directly 
toward Brown to avenge his imaginary 
wrongs, but hefore the trigger 
could be pulled the young W0- 
man had her arms around Arnold’s 
neck and entreated him not to shoot for her 
sahe. The revolver was returned to his 
pocket and Arnold departed after a consul- 
tation with his lady-love. Nothing further

The CourtofAppeals affirmed the judg- 
ment rendered in Judge Adams?’ court in the 
replevin suit of the Fourth National Bank 
against the St. Louis Cotton Compress Com- 
pany. Reducedto a few words the facts 
were in this case that Senter & Co. 


sold J. S. Moss $2,300 worth of cotton and de- 
livered the cotton notes or receipts to the 
North Atlantic Fast Freight Line, with in- 
structions to hold for Senter & Co. and 
only to issue the bill of lading on return 
of the receipts. The line, however, gave 
Moss the cotton notes and he negoti- 


ated them at tlie Fourth National 
Bank. Moss subsequentiy failed and the 
bank instituted a replevin proceedirg 


against the Cotton Compress Company to 
recover the cotton. The courts hold that 
the bank is entitled toa judgment; ay be- 
tween the bank and Senter and Co., the 
parties to suffer the loss must be the original 
vendors, the pank being eatitied to recover 
the value of the security which it took from 
Moss, the vendee.

Aztecs. 
Sai 
The Passion for Gambling—A Festival 
and a Bull-Fight. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

Ext Paso DEL NORTE, MEXICO, Dec. 26, 
1881.—The last fortnight of the year was form- 
erly devoted by the ancient people of Mexico 
to a great feast in honor of Montezuma, their 
sun god, who, according to their belief, was 
expected to come among them to receive the 
report of the year, marking the good and the 
bad and making up the record of their lives 
for future punishment or reward. And so, 
for a week or two before his expected arrival, 
they laid aside each man his work, put on 
his Sunday clothes and devoted the days to 
propitiatory feasts and sacrifices, and the 
nights to keeping up huge fires on the high 
places to light their deity on his earthward 
journey. That was a time of benignant im- 
pulses and eleventh hour repentances. The 
rich gave of their superfluities to the poor, 
the usurer forgot to demand his pound 
of flesh, the landiord promised an 
extension of time to the trembling tenant, 
and the plumber found the interest on his bill 
sufficient for his wants. The young maid- 
en arrayed herself, like the lilies of the field, 
in her native loveliness and attended church 

in fig-leaf costumes, calculated to disarm any 
wrath, buman or divine, and the average 
young man prepared a mosaic for the pave- 
ment of his hereafter in resolutions as ab- 
stract as they were good. Altogether buman 
nature then was not strikingly unlike that of 
the present day. When the Jesuits entered 
upon their labora, in completion of the work 
which Cortez had begun, with a wisdom 
hardly less remarkable than their religious 
zeal, they saw that the strength of the native 
religion with the people consisted mainly in 
its wealth of feasts and public holidays, as in 
ancient Greece it was found that the states- 
men who framed the laws exerted less 


influence than the lume schoolmaster who 
wrote the people’s songs; and so they set to 
work to adapt them tothe service of the true 
religion wherever it was possible, and where 
it was not they did it »snyway by ajudicious 
use of miracies, sanctitied by their motto, 
that *“*the epd justified the means.” The 
agencies employed would seem ridiculously 
inadequate to our Hartmann or Seeman; but 
then the people of those times had not 
reached that state of enlightenment when 
only the chance of getting a solid silver ice 
pitcher or a china tea service could suffi:e to 
excite their interest in the marvelous and 
the supernatural, or cause them to pause in 
their busy progress to listen to a message 
from another world. The story goes that 
the Virgin appeared unto an Indian, already 
converted, on the mountains of the Guadalupe 
and bade him go down to the City of Mexico 
and tell the priests to build hera temple on 
the — where she stood. He journeyed to 
the city and delivered the message, but the 
priests refused to credit such a ragged am- 
bassador. Returning home, the Virgin vis- 
ited him again and this time gave hima 
red rose—it waa in the dead of winter—as a 
sign and proof of his story. Then the priests 
believed and straightway built a magnificent 
church, dedicating it to our Lady of Guada- 
lupe, and the rose was planted at its door 
and grew and flourished. By a strange eo- 
incidence, the time from the first appearance 
of the Virgin, which was on the 12th of De- 
cember, until the priests believed, exactly 
covered the period of the principal feast of 
the natives. When this fact was 
discovered ithe priests ordered it to 
be thenceforward devoted to a solemn 
festival to our Lady of Guadalupe; 
and gradualiy the natives accepted the 
change, at leastin outward form, so far as to 
ackn ewiedge the authority of the Catholic 
Church. Butin their hearté they still pre- 
serve the traditions of their race, aod the 
elders among them may be seen w this day 
standing at early dawn upon the flat roofs 
of their adobe dwellings, awaiting in rever- 
ential silence, and with uplifted hands, the 
rising of the God of Light, to receive his 
morning blessing. Again at sunset they re- 
ad their devotions and receive his benedic- 
on— 


**As the sunflower turns toits‘god when he 


sets 
The same look thatit turned when he rose.’’ 


‘ And while thev observe with reiizious scru- 
“pulousness the customs and attend the ser- 
vices of the Catholic Church during the 
day, each night the mountain tops are be- 
dimmed with the sacred fires to Montezuma 
In the simple faith that when he comes he 
will find them faithful. Probably nowhere 
else in the world is presented the strange 
spectacle of two creeds so diverse united in 
the hearts of one people—the fires of a heathen 
od lighting up the cross of Christ. Although 
he feast partakes of a religious character 
its celebration is very similar to our national 
holidays, only more so. Government and 
private enterprise co-operate for its success. 
At this time only is gambling licensed, and, 
as with ali people to whom the founts of 
honest industry and the habits of well-ordered 
lives are comparatively unknown, the study 
of the doctrine of chances is 
dear to the; Mexican heart. The 
plaza, an open square inthe center of the 
town is covered with a rude shed for pro- 
tection against the inclemency of the night, 
and in regular order, like booths at a fair, 
are placed tables containing every gaming 
device by which men have ever preferred to 
seek to win twodollars with greater zea! 
than they ever worked for one, and around 
which cluster crowds of people of ali ages 
sexes and conditions of life, the professional 
gamester with his system, and the caballero, 
who bets because he isa Mexican and can’t 
helpit, the oo ged lady staking her dollars 
side by side with the scanty coppers of the 
peon herder, each animated by the same ap- 
petite and both equal before the source which 
gratifies it. There is no rowdyism, no oaths 
mo drunkenness, but everywhere good 
mature and civility as though the com-

Tae 
toreros surround him, Wave their mulitas in 
his face, and he charges first one and then 
another in impotent fury, for they cast 
the red flags over his head, nimbly step aside, 
and are ready for another attack before he 
canturn around. He attacks the picador, 
who receives him on his lance, 
and, that failing to check his 


onset,on his heavy shield, which protects 
horse and riderfrom the too tender horns 
until they can gallop beyond his reach. 
Then the toreros taunt him, attack bim and 
make hair-breadih escapes from the sawed- 
off horns while the crowd is wild with ex- 
citement, applauding some daring venture, 
and ofttimes rewarding a favorite with liber- 
al showers of gold and other coin. One of the 
fighters received as much as $10 vecause of 
an escape so narrow thatthe bull tore the 
ruffles from his shirt. The Americans, who 
were all on the side of the bull, would have 
given twice as much if it had been arib. 
Wben the bull wearies of the fruitless at- 
tacks and slackens in his fury, the trumpet 
sounds the signal for the banderillos, little 
darts barbed like a fish-hook and heavily 
feathered with stripes of tissue paper. These 
are palnted in the buli’s face and neck, 
with the effect of arousing him almost to 
frenzy. Thenthe fight proceeds as before 
until the crowd is satiated with the sport 
when the captain of the toreros, converted 
by his new office into an espado, advances 
with drawn sword tothe crowning feat. 
At the first onset he plunges the sword deep 
into the buil’s neck and withdrawing it inthe 
sume instant, lets death in the cruel wound. 
The bull staggers, coughs, the blood gushes 
from his mouth, he totters sinks on his 
knees, and turns a pitiful gazeon his per- 
secutors, while his life blood ebbs away, crim- 
soning the sands with its rapid tide. ‘The 
conqueror advances amid shouts of applause 
gives the coup de grace and the cruel sport 
is over.

WE are surprised to learn that the Insur- 
ance Companies do net enjoy themselves in 
Chicago much better than they do here in St. 
Louis. The returns, according to the report 
of the Fire Patrol] Committee, make a very 
bad showing for the fire insurance compa- 
nies: that is, they demonstrate thatthe year’s 
business in Chicago has been immensely un- 
profitableto the companies. The total busi- 
ness done during the year amounts to 
$2,200,000. It is claimed that it cost thirty- 
three and one-third per cent to secure the 
business, which must be deducted from the 
total receipts. This would leaves net profit, 
providing there was no loss, of $1,467,000. 
But there was paid on losses duringthe year, 
which includes the adjustment on the ex- 
tensive Stock Yards fire, $1,667,128. This 
shows that the companies are really behind 
fully $200,000 on their operations in Chieago 
during 1881. 


THE present negro exodus, which isempty- 
ing alarge part of the black population of 
South Carolina into Texas, and Arkansas is 
a movement which closely follows predic- 
tions made at the time of the Kansas hegira 
two yearsaco. The drift to the southwest, 
however, isa much more natural one than 
was the journey north. The negro is essen- 
tially a member of the tropical fauna, 
and the best conditions for life for 
him are at the South. The Carolinas 
do not offer the advantages to the laboring 
man whe hasno capital which are to be 
found free for all in Texas and Arkansas. 
Pauper immigration, of course, is of little 
value toa commonwealth, butthis new ex- 
odus can hardly be described as a pauper 
movement. The blacks are very poor, but 
they have good bone and sinew, which can 
nowhere doso much, either for themselves 
or for the community,as in the cotton-fields. 
When they have learned prudence and per- 
sistence they can rapidly make homes for 
themselves. The same work will produce 
more—will produce almost double, in fact— 
in Texas than in South Carolina, and the 
wisdom of the exodusis hardly to be gain- 
said. 


THE Secretary of the St. Louis Fair Asso- 
ciation publishes his report this morning. 
It may not be uninteresting to compare 
some of his figures with those contained in 
the premature report which Mr. CHAS. 
GREEN flashed upon the community when 
he began his canvass for re-election some 
two months ago. The report made by Mr. 
KALB this morning is official. That made by 
GREEN was simply a self-gratulatory puff 
intended to hide mismanagement and smooth 
the rough edge of salary grabbing. At the 
close of the GREEN report, which was evi- 
dently drawn up for the delectation of super- 
latively green people, the following rose- 
colored statements are made: ‘*We have to- 
dav about $4,000 more cash inthe treasury 
than we hada yearago. If we apply $20,000 
tothe withdrawal of bonds, we wili still re- 
tain in the treasury $10,000, This sum, with 
the ghte receipts of the coming year, exclu- 
sive of nex! Fair week, which may be safely 
estimated at $15,000, will give a fund of $25,- 
000,’’ et cetera, et cetera, &c. Let us com- 
pare this financial exhibit with seme of the 
figures taken from the Secretary’s annual 


report:

Where is the $4,000 in excess of 1880” We 
have now on hand $26,299 42; add gate re- 
ceipts, $15,000, and we have total cash for 
1882, $41, 299 42.

$10,275 00; labor account, $5,234 60; printing, 
$4,250; coal, $363 55; insurance, $361 21; feed, 
$3,139 30; employes (Dept. N. H.) $2,715 50; 
GREEN and KaALBb’Ss salaries, $6,000; total, 
$32,338 60. Thusit will be seen that Mr. 
GREEN will have left the sum of $8,960 82 with 
which to retiretwenty bonds of the value 
of $20,000, and make all necessary sewers and 
repairs at the Fair Grounds. It strikes us that 
he will, ifre-elected, content himself with 
retiring ten bonds and forego the pleasure 
of paying off the debt of the Association in 
ten years. Mr. GREEN had KaLb’s report 
before him when he gave his felicitous proc- 
lamating fs the rub’: His puzpose in oe 


torting the figures and lying about the finan- 
cial condition of the Fair will be apparent, 
we think, even unto the marines. 


THE following ticket has been agreed 
upon by those friends of the Fair who are 
opposed to Mr. GREEN and his salary-grab 
policy and who desire to save the Fair from 
the dry rotand decay which another dose 
of GREEN would certainly mean, It will be 
seen that no more prominent, public-spirited 
and valuable citizens have ever before been 
enrolled together on one ticket.

The selling out of the farm and its valu- 
able stock for $50,000 less than they were 
originally held at caused a good deal of com- 
ment among horse fanciers and others 
among the friends of Mr. Welchin this city 
yesterday, and not even the factthat the 
terms are cash serves to neutralize the be- 
lief that the property went at a figure far 
below its value. 

**The manner in which it came about was 
this,”’ said a friend of Mr. Welch’s yester- 
day* **The farm has been for sale for more 
than a year, and up until last week Mr. 
Welch always said he would not take less 
than $159,000 for it. Then this 
gentleman, Commodore Kittson, who 
with his family has been spending the winter 
in New York, came over and went out to the 
. farm and made him an offer for it. They 

couldn’t agree,and he went back to New 
York. Ou Friday he sent a telegram to Mr. 
Welch teliing him to come over to New York. 
He went, and the sale of the farm and stock 
for the sum mentioned ws the result. Pos- 
session is to be given, I believe, in ten days. 
Mr. Welch has been desirous of disposing of 
his place for two reasons—tirst, because his 
wife being dead for eight or nine years, he 
has become rather lonely out there and anx- 
‘fous fur achange; and second, on account 
of a great dea! of trouble he has had in the 
past ten or twelve months with two of his 
s0ns, who have cost him a great deal of 
money. He intends, I understand, to goto 
Europe and take his three sons with him.’

The Duke’s great grand- 
father, Beckford, author of **Vathek’’ re- 
served from the famous sale at Fonthilla 
vast number of treasures of various kinds 
which he carried to the house, still standing, 
on Lansdowne Hill, Bath, where insight, oua 
clean day, of his shattered Tower of Fontbill, 
he passed the remainder of his eccentric, 
ill-spent life. These books, with much be- 
sides, devolved then on his daughter, the 
Duchess of Hamilton. The Beckford strain 
seemed to have brought no good to the noble 
house with which it became aliied. The 
Duchess’s only son married a cousin of Louis 
Napoleon,a vain woman, and lived a dissi- 
pated life in Paris, where he died after a fall 
onthe step of a restaurant, the result of a 
wager, it was said, as to whether he or a ¢er- 
tain diplomatist could drink the greatest 
number of glasses of Curacoa and brandy. 
It was not many months later that the po- 
lice had to quell a brawlin which the present 
Duke ard his brother were participants in 
the same street. His only sister married the 
Duke of Newcastle and eloped with the 
Earl of Orford. She is believed tobe still 
living, but to have fallen into very low wa- 
ter. Of her several sons and one diughter, 
but one son couldresliv be called respectable. 
The present Duke has one brother, whose 
crame has been very familiar to the public, 
but onlyin proceedings in the bankruptcy 
court. His sister was forved by her mother 
into a marriage with the miserab'e Prince of 
Monaco,and has been di:orced —the Pepe 
sanctioningthe step—anil remar ivd. After 
atremendous crop of wiid oatsthe Duke was 
captured by the ambitious Duchess of Man- 
chester and subjugated into matrimony with 
her daughter, who, unless she had married, 
would haWVe had probably, in after days, but 
avery scanty provision.

The Devil’s Tramping Ground. 
Gulf Letter in the Wilmington Star. 


In this county, about three miles from the 
Randolph line,is a place that has been known 
to the oldest inhabitants and his grandpar- 
entsas the ‘‘Devil’s Tramping Ground.” 
Situated in the woods and surrounded by 

iant trees, principally red o.k and short- 
eaf pines, isacircle about twenty-tive feet 
in diameter, as perfect as though drawn 
with compasses, the circle being marked by 
a path as ciean cut as though used every dav. 
Through the center anotver path, equal- 
ly as clean, about one degree to the 
east of north and south; no pats toor from 
and none except cow-paths inthe neighbor- 
hood. The soii of the country is red clay, 
thickly strewn with rocks, snd no grass ex- 
ceptsome short scrub biades that struggle 
rather unsucce«sfu'ly for sustenance. The 
soil within the circieis sand mixed with clay 
and covered with u thick growth of lony 
wire grass (not another bunch of which 
grows within eight miles of the p'ace) and 
which never crosses the path that marks the 
circle, and though ijiarge trees have grown 
and rotted tothe ground at the edge of the 
plot not one has ventured toiutrude within 
the ring. 

The natives have allof them a supersti- 
tious dread ofthe place, and it was with 
difficulty I succeededin getting one of them 
to visit the place with me for the purpose of 
digging into it, and after getting down about 
three feet and finding nothing he was so im- 
pressed with the supernatural! origin that he 
refused to goany further. In my reading 
the only thing I can find as a comparison for 
my Devil’s ramping Ground are the fabled 
fairy walks of Ireland andone placein Nor- 
way. Soif any of your readers can give us 
any theory of its origin or use they will 
oblige me, and any way this will have the 
effect of givingto the world that the old 
North State is not deficient in curiosities.

An Appreciable Result of the War Waged 
Against ‘“‘Dens”’ by the Post-Dispatch, 


John Gropper obtained a license yesterday 
to runthe New Comique Theater, on Sixth 
street, between Spruce and Poplar, for one 
year from October 11, 1881, subject to these 
conditions: He is to have no wine-room; 
minors must not be admitted, and 
no intoxicating drinks must be 
passed or veddied around in the audience. 
Last night was, then, the first opportunity 
that was offered to witness a cheap variety 
show run on a high morai plane such as the 
Collector has selected. A PosT-DISPATCH 
reporter was commissioned to visit the 


place and report what hesaw. In justice 
to Mr. Gropper it must be stated taat he 
inaugurated the new careerof his estab- 
lishment very satisfactorily. The house was 
about two-thirds full. There were no bovs 
and no femalea in the audience. The stage 
performance was as cleaa as any ever given 
here, and ofa high degree of interest to tht 
young men who had paid theirten, fifteen 
or twenty-five cents admission. The wine- 
room was closed, but there were waiters 
passing up and downthe fleor, and while 
there was bo drinking going 
on, there was at first 
sight every indication that drinks could be 
had. So the PostT-DISPATCH reporter called 
one of the white-aproned waiters and asked 
for a glass of beer. 

**You must go to the ealoon for beer, sir,” 
said the waiter. 

‘*How is that?” the reporter asked. 

“Why, don’t you know the POst-DISPATCH 
has knocked the beer racket in the bead. 
We sell no more beer. or liquors 
to the audience—nothing but soda, lemon- 
ade aud cigars. Go to tne saloon for beer.’’ 

Pretty soona haif-dozen young fellows in 
a row of seats on the other side of the house 
wanted beer, but they only got the same an- 
swer the PosT-DISPATCH reporter had re- 
ceived. They got up and with a waiter at the 
head ofthe proce-:ion filed down the aisle 
and soon disappeared into the saloon in the 
rearoftbeauditorium. This saloon is not 
in the theater, but stands separate from the 
auditorium and opens out on Sixth street. 
Between the actstbe patrons of the house 
zotupand under the guidance of waiters 
sougbt the saloon, and during the two hours 
the reporter stopped there he saw no beer- 
drinking in the audience. The police 
droppedin at frequent intervals,and there 
were two detectives in the house, but they 
saw nothing to complain of. 

Jobn Gropper, the proprietor of 
the theater, Was behind the bar 
of the saloon, and waited on customers. 
Here the PostT-DISPATCH reporter found 
bim, and without introducing jimself inter- 
viewed Mr. Gropper concerning his show, 
and the new condition of things in the cheap 
amusement world. 

‘IT gottired of fighting the Collector,” 
said Mr. Gropper. “and when he submitted 
these cOuditions just as they were printed 
in the Post-DisratcH, I thought I 
would try them awhile. I told 
the Collector I. would take out my license 
and run my house justas he putsit in the 
conditions. LI will try it for two weeks and if 
i can’t get along! shall tell him so. lf] 
can do no better then, I shali close up.” 

‘‘Hiow dees it seem to pay to-night?” 

‘All right. Icannot complain. All who 
want beer can get it very easily by 
coming into the saloon, and as you 
see t! ey come. Ll sell very nheariy as much 
this way as I did when waiters passed it 
around. Isball discharge all my waiters 
but one, andthaf will lessen the expense.”’ 

‘“iVWhat about the other houses?’’ 

‘-The Esbers jumped on me becavae I ac- 
cepted the conditions, and Fresh, of the 
Crystal Palace, told me l ought notto have 
signed. They said I was ruining
